Poultry 

Management in the poultry 
house will -eally pay off right 
now. Adequate ventilation, just 
enough and not too much is a 
prime necessity. More colds in 
poultry houses result from not 
enough ventilation, which causes 
damp floors and walls, than re- 
sult from too much air. 

Birds need a balanced feed ra- 
tion. They need close observa- 
tion. Producers should keep a 
close check on production—when 
it begins to fall, do something 
about it before it is too late. 

Lights in the poultry house will 
pay off. A l14hour light day 
will help egg production. The light 
will act as a stimulus on certain 
glands in the hen and result in a 
higher seasonal egg production.
